Postal Service is raising the 
cost of mailing a letter from 10 
to 13 cents on Wednesday, three 
days after it originally planned 
to increase postal rates 
1 he service announced the 
higher rates on Monday after 
the 
U.S. 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
cleared a legal b arrie r to the 
rate increase. 
The appeals court staved an 
order by U S 
District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica prohibit­ 
ing the Postal Service from 
raising rates The higher court 
is expected to decide later on 
the merit* of the case, but the 
stay allows postal rates to go up 
in the m eantim e. 
U nder the rates that take ef­ 
fect at 12:01 a.m. local time 
W ednesday, a first-class letter 
will cost 13 cents for the first 
ounce and 11 cents for each a d ­ 
ditional ounce. A postcard will 
increase from 7 to 9 cents and 
parcel post rates will go up an 
av erag e of 10.1 per cent. 
O ther increases a re 22.1 per­ 
cent for second class mail and 
23.9 per cent for third-class bulk 
rates.

expects to have its highest defi­ 
cit in history during this fiscal

B ailar has said that 
the Postal S e rv ic e s chronic 
deficit m ay lead to reductions 
in service, including elimina 
tion of S aturd ay deliveries and 
special delivery. 
Justice D epartm ent lawyer 
Neil Koslowe, representing the 
Postal Service, said Sirica's 
ruling would create a crisis for 
the service if allowed to stand 
Koslowe w arned that without 
the increases that originally 
had been planned for Sunday, 
the Postal Service could start 
the rate raising process over 
again and seek new and even 
higher rate increases to m ake 
up lost revenue. 
But he said this ‘‘would be 
directly contrary to the public 
interest." 
Sirica 
had tound 
the new 
rates to be illegal because the 
procedures for increasing post­ 
al rates had not been complied 
with. By law the Postal Service 
is required to obtain the a p ­ 
proval of its governors for new 
rates before filing them with 
the Postal R ate Commission 
Sirica ruled that this ap p ro v ­ 
al had not been obtained be­ 
cause the service did not su b ­ 
mit the specific increases but 
in stead 
re c e iv e d 
only 
the 
board's general agreem ent that 
rates should be raised

The airport will be closed until 
at least 10 p.m. today. 
As w orkers searched the de­ 
bris, there w ere reports of as 
many as 14 deaths, but police at 
the airport said they could not 
confirm m ore than 11. 
The disaster also triggered 
bogus bomb threats at airports 
in other m ajor cities. Three, in­ 
cluding Washington's National 


Airport, were evacuated.

He said two of the findings, representing all but $131.20 of the 
total, were against Mayor Lloyd F. Dinger and his bonding 
company. Dinger already is under indictm ent on two separate 
charges of taking a total of $8,355 in bail bond money. 
The auditor cited "im proper billing procedures used to draw 
money from the m ayor’s office m aintenance fund for personal 
purposes, including expenditures for clothes, m eals and 
liouor.”

WASHINGTON <APi - The world's most 
exclusive airline is operated by the U S Air 
Force and the A m erican taxpayers keep it 
running to the tune of $6 itullion a year, says 
Sen William P ro x m ire D-Wis 
P roxm ire said the Air Force keeps a fleet 
of 23 plush jets, which cost $66.7 million, on 
24 hour call to transport governm ent of 
fit ial wherevet they want to go lie said the 
fleet of planes is known as the H9th Military 
Airlift Wing and is stationed at Andrews Air 
F orce Base outside Washington 
It will fly top governm ent officials any 
place in the world, said Proxm ire in a 
statem ent today 
“All they need do is call up and request a 
flight." he said 
P roxm ire, w ho has been making monthly 
"golden fleece" aw ards for governm ent 
waste, cited the Air F orce's executive 
airline for "the fleece of the y ear ' 
But he added that “ in fairness to the Air 
Force, this fleece of the year should also be 
shared by all the governm ent bigs hots who 
insist on such special treatm ent at the 
expense of the taxpayers 
P roxm ire said that “in the first 10 months 
of 197 *. the 89th m ade 973 flights carrying 
governm ent officials us passengers at a cost 
(it over $6 million 
"Not surprisingly. 849 or 87 per cent of 
these flights were undertaken lor high 


ranking defense officials or those request­ 
ing Defense Department flights." 
A table he gave breaking down the flights 
by departm ents and agencies listed about 
ion of these 849 flights as congressional trips 
requested by Senate and House m em bers 
The next largest users shown on the table 
were the T reasury D epartm ent with 67 
flights and the State D e t r i m e n t with 26 
"The most frequent single user of this 
most exclusive airline in the world was 
William Simon, Secretary of the D epart­ 
ment of the T reasu ry ,” P ro xm ire said 
According to Air Force records, Mr 
Simon took 58 flights the first 10 months of 
1975 at a governm ent east of $328,794 10 
This averages out to $5,669 a flight

ating rooms in local hospitals 
In addition to the 52 persons re 
ported hurt, another score of

The dead and injured were 
not im m ediately identified, ex­ 
cept for Jeff McMurtney. 30. an 
FBI agent, who was reported in 
serious condition after em er

No call or advance warning 
preceded the blast, but in the 


hours thal followed, police and 
news organizations received a 
num ber of calls from persons 
claiming different groups were 
responsible. These ranged from 
the

L ib e ra tio n 
Organization to P uerto Rican 
terrorists and a Mafia gang. 
Police officials said they be- 
gan looking for two men in their 
late teens or early 20s after 
witnesses said two men fitting 
that description had run from 
the building minutes before the 
blast.

lando 
Killed in a volley of shots 
from as m any as five pistols 
w ere Ziegler's w ife, Eunice. 32 
her parents. Perry E dw ards 
72. and Virginia Edw ards. 52. 
visiting from Moultrie, Ga.. 
and Charles Mays. 35. a cus­ 
tomer. 
Questioned about a possible 
motive. O range County Sheriff 
Melvin Coiman said detective* 
had discovered "two insurance 
policies taken out on Mrs. Zeig 
ler s life in the last 60 days to 
talmg $520.000 ’’ 
Coiman said Mays, a long 
time custom er of Zeigler’s. was 
"lured to the store to be killed" 
as part of an alleged plot bv 


Zeigler 
It was set up lo look like 
robbery," Coim an said. 
< oltnan declined com m ent on 
w hether the deaths of Mrs. 
Zeigler s parents were p art of 
the alleged plot, but it was 
speculated that they may have 
entered the store by chance 
The 
sheriff 
also 
declined 
com m ent on w hether detectives 
believe Zeigler shot himself as 
part of his alleged robbery sto- 
ry 
Zeigler w as charged, Coiman 
su d . based on statem ents by 
two m ystery witnesses and a 
“ p re p o n d e r a n c e of p h y sic al 
ev ldence." 
"It s safe to say the evidence 
we have supports the ch arg e,’’ 
'a id Coim an in declining to 
elaborate on the sequence of 
events before and d; ring the 
shootings 
Coiman refused to identify 
the w it nesses or detail how they 
knew of the shootings.

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Beirut Fighting Leaves 
17 Dead, 19 Wounded 


B E IR U T , Lebanon (A P) 
Street battles and rocket duels 
killed 17 persons and wounded 
19 in Beirut today as Syria ve 
toed the mediation of other 
Arab countries in Lebanon's 
Christian-Mosleffl civil war 
In Tripoli. Beirut's second 
largest city, leftist Moslem mi­ 
litiamen kidnaped seven Leba­ 
nese army soldiers and offered 
to exchange them for three left­ 
ists held by the army The Tri 
poll 
garrison 
commander 
agreed to the swap, an army 
spokesman said, “ but until the 
exchange is carried out. the sit 
uation remains explosively 
tense." 
. 
The secretary general of the 


Arab League, Mahmoud Riad. 
asked all Arab governments to 
hack him in a new effort to 
settle the civil war, no\y in its 
ninth month 
He proposed a 
conference to decide on guide 
lines for his mediation. 


The Lebanese branch ol Syr­ 
ia s ruling BaathSocialist party 
rejected Riad's overture, say­ 
ing. “ This is an attempt to Ara­ 
bize the Lebanese crisis, then 
internationalize it and imperil 
the 
Palestinian 
resistance 
movement. We reject any Arab 
intervention in Lebanon unless 
it is channeled through Syria’s 
mediation efforts." 


Riad had said the Lebanese 


and Sudanese governments and 
the 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organitation approved 
his 
move Rut two PLO spokesmen 
denied this 


“ The PLO will take no part in 
any Arab League debate of the 
Lebanese crisis because it is a 
purely domestic problem." said 
Zohair Mohsen, chief of the 
PLO military department and 
of the Saiqa guerrilla group, 
which Syria controls. 


“ I proposed that Riad go to 
Damascus and unite his efforts 
with those of Syria before com­ 
ing to Lebanon," said Farouk 
Kaddoumi, chief ol thç PLO po 
litical department.

A LG IER S, Algeria (A P) — 
The Algerian government has 
granted the six O PEC terrorists

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A Postal Dilemma 


Five years after Congress took the perennially 
deficit-ridden Post Office Department <>nt of 
polities and set up the supposedly »»elf supporting 
independent I S Postal Sen ice the nation's 
postal system is in w o r s e shape than ever 
Indeed, the t ’.S Postal Service is in "grave'' 
financial condition. Postmaster General Ben 
tamin F Batlar has told Congress, and might 
have to m ake such major econotm moves a> 
eliminating Saturday deliveries and special 
delivery service The cost »>1 mailing a letter 
could go up to 23 cents in another five years, he 
warned 
The Postal Service has forecast a record 
deficit ol $1.4 billion for this fiscal year, and that 
was before federal Judge John j Sirica tem ­ 
porarily blocked its scheduled hike in the cost ol 
a first-class stamp from it) to 13 cents, among 
other rate increases 
All this will add fuel to the arguments of many 
who say that if the Postal Service can't deliver 
the mail and make a profit, then maybe we had 
better think about letting private enterprise have 
a try Already, private package delivery serv­ 
ices have taken more than half of the parcel post 
business away from the Postal S en ice They are 
presently prohibited by law from handling first- 
class mail 
The m ajor objection to letting private compa­ 
nies into the letter delivery field is that thev 


would naturally focus on the more profitable, 
concentrated, urban routes. What about the 
millions of V m e r i c a n s living on scattered and in­ 
herently unprofitable rural routes? 
V et one ot the economy measures the Postal 
Sen ice is considering is the closing of a number 
of small, unprofitable post offices, and this 
prospect, more than anything else, has upset a 
lot of congressmen with rural constituencies. 
It may be time that we accept the fact that the 
Postal Service simply cannot be expected to do 
everything and still be sell supporting, and that 
governm ent subsidization will alw ays be 
necessary It such things as rural delivery and 
low library 
book, magazine and newspaper 
rates are deemed to be necessary and valuable 
public services, the public should be willing to 
help support them out of general tax revenues. 
Let 
the 
Postal 
Service 
concentrate 
on 
delivering the mail where private enterprise 
cannot do it profitably, but where private en 
terprise can do it more dependably, more ef­ 
ficiently and no more expensively, let it freely 
compete. 
As the situation is now, either we devise some 
sort ot public-private postal mixture or we face 
even greater Postal Service deficits and the need 
for even higher government subsidies than at 
present, along with continued deterioration of 
postal services for everybody. 
Not In Switzerland 


Want to join an exclusive club? For as little as 
$100. you can open a secret, numbered bank 
account in Sw itzerland 
although your Swiss 
banker would probably discourage you from de­ 
positing such a small amount. 
But anyone who thinks he can safely stash ille­ 
gal money in Switzerland can forget it Rem em ­ 
ber Clifford Irving, who deposited hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in a Swiss account as the 
fruit of his "biography" of Howard Hughes0 
Swiss banking practices functioned to jail him 
and his wife on charges of fraud as well as 
falsification of bank documents. 
These are among the facts brought out in a new' 
hook. "Your Swiss Bank Book" by Robert 
Kinsman. Along with dispelling some of the more 
widely held misconceptions about Switzerland's 
famous banking secrecy, the book extolls the 
strong traditions of individual freedom that have 
been Swiss characteristics since the 13th cen­ 
tury. 
Almost daily we seem to read about charges of 
illegal spying on American citizens by the FBI or 
CIA. But even if you are just applying for a credit 
rating, more hkelv than not the decision will he 
based to some extent on information about your 
E 
r n a te life and personal finances which has 
een gathered without your knowledge, much 
less your permission. 
It couldn't happen in Switzerland, says Kins- 
inan. There, hank secrecv has been under the 


official protection ol the penal code since 1934. 
when Gestapo agents w ere sent into Switzerland 
to ferret out suspected accounts held by Jews 
and other politically unpopular persons It is,

The Mid-America 
Indian 
Museum holds the promise of 
being a unique experience in 
Indian Art 
The museum, a part of the 
M id-Am erica. 
All-India n 
Center in Wichita, Kan., will 
express the Indian viewpoint, 
according to museum director 
Frederick Schmid 
One of the objectives of the 
museum, he explained, is to 
approach “ these objects as an 
art museum as opposed to an 
anthropology museum. We 
have a strong commitment to 
education and 
information." 
A second aspect of the 
museum will be to inspire and 
encourage 
talented 
native 
Americans to get involved in 
the arts “ We want to provide 
opportunities for them 
to 
become artists and craft­ 
smen.” 
He 
explained 
that 
the 
traditional Indian art forms 
were not traditional in the 
beginning That an art form is 
only as good as the idea it ex­ 
presses 
“ Thus the native 
American craft that spoke 
years ago does not necessarily 
speak to today." 
When opened in May, 1976. 
the 
museum 
will 
be 
an 
exhibition center for all native 
American crafts and art in the 
Western Hemisphere Exhibits 
will not be limited to any region 
or area and range from Eskimo 
to pre-Columbian art. 
Schmid, whose responsibility 
is to put it all together, came to 
W ichita 
from 
Washington. 
D C , where he was assistant 
director of the Office of 
Museum Programs at the 
Smithsonian Institution. 
A young, native New Yorker, 
he envisions his work being 
completed in about two years 
and the museum program will 
be totally operated by native 
Americans He is enthusiastic 
about his work and the depth 
and strength of the program 
being developed 
He cited the major problem 
facing most museums in the 
United States as being the 
challenge of creating new 
audiences. “ Museums do not 
have lines drawn around them. 
They must widen their circles 
of participation.” 
To do this, the Mid-America 
Indian Museum will have no 
permanent displays.

The leg warmer is literally 
that: a footless, ankle to thigh 
pull-on made of orlon or wool 
w hich dancers wear over tignis 
while limbering up to loosen 
muscles 
I n addition to being worn over 
or under blue jeans, leg war­ 
mers can also be worn under 
skirts, tucked 
inside hiking 
boots, rolled down over boots to 
create a cuff and. in the case of 
expensive, 
hand-made 
leg 
warmers that extend only from 
ankle to knee, worn over the 
boot and scrunched down to the 
ankle 
Generally, leg warmers re­ 
tail from $4 to $7, come in one 
size and arc available in two 
color combinations, stripes, 
solids and geometric patterns.

THOSE WHO WANT anoth

May Be Bad News 
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NEW O RLEANS, La. 
Even 
though \mericans today enjoy 
the most abundant supply of 
high quality food in the history 
of 
mankind, 
certain 
groups 
have raised their voices in criti­ 
cism of agricultural chemicals 
the very tools which have 
made it possible to produce 
food in such abundance and 
quality. 
Today, however, before mod 
ern chemicals are cleared for 
use. they are tested, re-tested, 
and screened by scientists to 
make certain they can be used 
safely without producing toxic 
effects on plants, animals, or 
man 
One such study was reviewed 
by Dr Harvey R Krueger, a 
toxicologist in the Department 
of Entomology at the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Research and De 
velopmont Center, Wooster, 
( >hio 
Speaking at a scientific ses­ 
sion during the annual meeting 
of the Entomological Society of 
America <ESA>, Krueger re 
vealed preliminary results of a 
basic study with aidicarb < mar­ 
keted under the trade name 
Temik). Aidicarb is a systemic 
insecticide which is used on 
certain vegetable crops and 
which experimentally, 
has 
proven very effective in con­ 
trolling a wide range of insect 
pests in soybeans and other 
major fotxl crops 


KID E G E R 
HAS 
been 
studying what happens to the 
chemical within the plant. He 
said his studies indicate that it 
is rapidly oxidized to sulfoxide 
and sulfone, both of which are 
highly 
toxic to insects and 
mammals. 
The Ohio scientist reported 


successfully extracting and 
purifying an enzyme prepara­ 
tion from soybean roots which 
will oxidize the aidicarb to 
sulfoxide and sulfone deriva­ 
tives. He said the new assay 
procedure was also used to de­ 
termine how other pesticides 
may interact in the plant 


I’relmiinary studies indicate 
that several sulfur-containing 
insecticides and herbicides 
in te rfe re w ith oxidation of 
aidicarb, according to Krueger. 
Thus, if aidicarb is used on 
crops which are treated with 
certain other sulfur-containing 
in s e c tic id e s , 
fu n g icid es, or 
herbicides under field condi­ 
tions.

oxidation metabolism of one or 
more of the pesticides may 
occur within the plant. Such an 
interaction could affect levels 
of toxic residues of pesticides 
within the crop at harvest time. 


Krueger said it’s also pos­ 
sible that selective action of 
herbicides could he altered, re 
suiting m damage to crop itself 


TH E OHIO scientist said the 
study also showed that methio­ 
nine and cysteine 
two critical 
amino acids within the plant 
are inhibitors of the sulfur 
oxidation of aidicarb. This 
could have significant implica­ 
tions on the food value of such a 
crop as soybeans where the 
amino acids play essential roles 
m determining the ultimate 
protein value of the crop. 
He said experiments have 
been initiated to pinpoint the 
impact of Ins 1 indings on the nu­ 
tritional value of the important 
lood crops.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Is 
eliminating salt from one's 
diet the only way to keep from 
having high blood pressure? 
Also, could you tell me why 
my body shoots off little red 
spots? I got two today. One 
day I had about 10 here and 
there over my body and also 
on my head. Áre these caused 
from the veins or high blood 
pressure? I asked my doctor 
and he said th a t it w as 
nothing. If they are nothing 
why do 1 get them? 
DEAR READER - There 
is some evidence that high 
salt intake will increase the 
chances of having high blood 
pressure. High blood pressure 
is caused by m any other 
things, including kidney dis­ 
ease and various hormone ab­ 
normalities. 
.Simple obesity appears to 
be a factor in many cases. 
You would be surprised how 
many people with elevated 
blood pressure have lower 
readings if they get rid of any 
fat, even a small amount, that 
they have on their body. 
If you want more informa­ 
tion on the factors that affect 
blood pressure you can send in

Those little red spots could 
be any number of things, and 
your doctor is probably right 
that they are not anything for 
you to be unduly worried 
about. They are not caused by 
high blood pressure. They 
may be dilated capillaries, the 
smallest blood vessels in your 
skin, or they can be related to 
“ hives,” an allergic reaction. 
Your blood pressure goes up 
in many cases because of con­ 
striction of sm all arteries 
prior to the small capillaries 
that connect the arteries to 


the veins. If anything the con­ 
s tr ic te d 
a r t e r i e s 
should 
diminish the chances of red 
spots. 
There are some people who 
h a v e a s p e c i a l ty p e of 
e l e v a t e d 
p r e s s u r e 
w ith 
flushing of the face, but the 
elevation is usually te m ­ 
porary. 
Those little red spots could 
also be related to fragile, 
small blood vessels. Special 
tests would be needed to see if 
that is so. One of the many 
causes for increased fragility 
of blood vessels is vitamin C 
deficiency. You m ight in­ 
crease your intake of vitamin 
C by eating more fresh fruit 
and see if that helps. 
DEAR DR LAMB - Please 
advise me what is actinic 
keratosis on the'forehead and 
scalp? What causes it, and is 
it serious? What can be done 
to eliminate this condition? 
DEAR READER - Actinic 
refers to ravs of sunlight, and 
k erato sis re fe rs to those 
brown or grayish spots on 
your skin in short the term 
means grey or brownish spots 
on the skin caused by ex­ 
posure to sunlight. They are 
quite common. 
Depending a lot on how 
many you have and what they 
look like on examination, they 
can be ignored or removed. 
The doctor can use chemicals 
to remove them from the sur­ 
face of the skin, if he thinks 
they need to be removed. In 
some instances he may want 
to remove them surgically. 
The best thing for you to do 
is limit your exposure to the 
sun. I note you are in Florida, 
so I’m sure you get plenty of 
sun. Try to use a hat and cover 
yourself enough to avoid sun 
exposure and you will have 
fewer of these. 
Don’t be frightened of them, 
but do let your doctor see you 
from time to time to examine 
them. If neglected some of 
these are believed to progress 
to skin cancer.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I accidentally got butter on a 
genuine leather suede handbag. I have tried using a 
degreaser on it, but it did not work. How can 1 remove 
this stain? — DOTTIE. 
DEAR DOTTIE — The longer a stain is on anything 
the harder it is to remove. Grease spots on suede can 
often be removed with a mixture of fine sawdust, a few 
drops of water and a dry cleaning solvent. Rub the mix­ 
ture on the spot and brush off. Talcum powder will 
sometimes remove such stains when they are fresh. 
Brush off with a suede brush. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the makers of elec­ 
tric stove burner bibs. They only put two large ones with four 
small ones in a package I use more larger than smaller ones, 
so 1 build up quite a supply of small bibs. — VIRGINIA. 
DEAR POLLY — In your column I read a reader’s com­ 
plaint about the bad odor in some new fabrics. Your comment 
was the m anufacturers reported they had not been able to cor­ 
rect this to date. 1 recently bought some 60-40gf;> polyester 
cotton to make a blouse. While sewing on it. I noticed the un­ 
pleasant odor, but since the windows were open I first thought 
" it was from the outside Later I found it impossible to wear the 
blouse because of the bad odor. So. I sprayed it well with that 
room spray used for eliminating cooking odors and then hung 
it outside in a strong wind for several hours I repeated this 
and the odor was gone. I can now wear my blouse. — MAUDE. 
DEAR POLLY — I am retired from the arm y and have 
removed many stickers from chrome plated car bumpers 
without the slightest damage. I use the water soluble type of 
paint stripper, carefully following the directions on the can 
and find this an effortless job This will not harm the bumper 
but BE SURE not to let any get on any painted surface of the 
car.
